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85 Soil Fungus Causes 


Potato Damage 


The same soil fungus disease 


that causeg cotton wilt has at- 


tacked. a considerable acreage 
of fall potatoes in Tulare county 
this year advises Walter J. Cor- 
dua, assistant farm advisor. 

Attacked plants may wilt ra- 
ther suddenly and die in a com- 
parative short time or they may 
show the effects slowly and suc- 
cumb very gradually. The stems 
of infected plants are always 
discolored in the interior. The 
interior woody tissue of the stem 
are yellow to brown, often from 
the base well into the top. The 
young top leaves generally wilt 
and die before the lower ones. 
They look as if scalded. 


Where the disease is found, 
tubers are generally small in a 
hill and are about twice in num- 
ber. The fungus attacks the tu- 
bers and may be a source of 
further infection if used as seed. 
When infection takes place 
through the roots, the root hairs 
and fine roots are often com- 
pletely destroyed.” 

The fungus causing potato: 
wilt is able to pass the winter 
in the soil as well as in affected 
tubers. It is not known how long 
they can persist in the soil, 
but severe attacks have occurred 
this year in soils in which po- 
tatoes or cotton had not been 
grown in 7 previous years. Only 
wilt-free seed potatoes should 
be used as a recommendation 
for control and cotton soils 
known to be infested with cotton 
wilt should be avoided.

Look At Your Thanksgiving Turkey 
Before You Make Final Purchase 


BY CLARA B, COWGILL 
Home Demonstration Agent 


If you decide\ you can afford 
a turkey this. Thanksgiving, you 
will want a nice, plump, juicy 
one for your table, won’t you? 
Here are_a few pointers in selec- 
ting that bird, whether it’s to be 
turkey, chicken, goose or duck. 

First - - - look at it. It’s the 
one you want if it has a wide 
body, is broad-breasted and full 
fleshed, and has fairly short, 
thick legs. You will want it to 
have plenty of fat - - - streaks 
of fat down the back, over the 
thighs, and along the sides of 
the breast. You'll want a bird 


without flesh bruises, for bruises 
contribute to spoilage. 


Age Considered 

Its skin should be soft and 
smooth to the touch, and not dry 
or reddened by poor bleeding. 
You’ll want to know whether 
the bird is young or old, for that 
is what determines the length 
of time needed for the roasting. 
Of course, a young one is most 
desireable, and you can know 
that it’s young if the breastbone 
has a flexible rear tip. 

If this perfect bird you have 
chosen is one of your own flock, 
you should starve it for at least 
24 hours before you kill it. If

the weather is warm, give it wa- 
ter to drink. If you do the killing 
by sticking, leave the head: on 
until you are ready to draw the 
bird. Leave the feet on and do 
the picking right away. Then, 
before you draw it, hang the 
bird for about 24 hours in a 
cool place - - - or at least over 
night if the weather is hot. 

If you’re buying your bird and 
prefer to draw and dress it at 
home, have the head, feet and 
wing tips left on, Or, if you'd 
rather have it drawn at the 
market and the feet removed 
there, ask to have the tendons 
pulled, too, and the shanks re- 
moved at the hock joint. ; 

If you are in doubt about what 
size to buy, figure about three- 
fourths of a pound -of dressed 
weight for each serving. For 
example, allow a 15-pound bird 
for twenty generous servings. 
And don’t forget to allow for 
seconds - - - everyone will want 
them. 


Choose Simple 
Pattern For 
Your Coat 


Choose a simple pattern if 
you are making your own coat, 
Home Demonstration Agent 
Clara E. Cowgill, advises. More 
often than not the simple lines 
in’ a pattern make a coat that

Before you 
buy a pattern look to see that 
the back of the coat is cut from 
one piece of material or has a 
center back seam.

low. 

Do you know the correct pat- 
tern size to buy? Here’s how you 
can decide. Take a firm measure- 
ment around the chest, close to 
the armhole. Add 2 inches to this 
measurement. This figure is the 
size pattern you'll need. 

For a child, take the breast 
measurements and the length 
measurements from: the ‘socket. 
bone at the back of the neck to 
the bottom of the hem. Then buy 
the pattern by the age that cor- 
responds to these measurements.

Handle Projects Valued At $124,111 


BY JOHN ‘A. MO 
Assistant Farm Advisor 

Livestock and crops valued at 
$124.111 were produced by 493, 
4-H club boys and girls in Tu- 
lare county during the 1947-48 
club year, according to a sum- 
mary prepared by the Agricul- 
tural _ Extension Service. 

Total net income from all agri- 
cultural projects was $32,799. 
This did not include the amount 
charged for labor by each club 
member. Leading livestock pro- 
jects in terms of cash income 
were dairy, beef, and swine in 
that order. 

Besides the agricultural pro- 
jects there ‘were 333 girls en- 
rolled in clothing projects for a 
total of 742 club .members in 
34, 4-H clubs. 

In addition to project work 
4-H’ members carry on many 


other activities designed to teach 
them to become better Citizens 
and leaders in their community. 
Each club is required to perform 
some community service each 
year. Besides their monthly bus- 
iness meetings the 4-H clubs have 
occasional parties, money-rais- 
ing events, and project tours. 
All members are urged to show 
their projects in the Tulare Coun- 
ty 4-H fair annually in June. 

Attendance at the 4-H Sum- 
mer Camp at Whitaker Forest, 
The State 4-H convention at 
Davis, membership in the Tu- 
lare County Senior 4-H club and 
the All-Star conference at Berk- 
eley are cherrished events in the 
lives of all 4-H club members.

Record Cotton 
Crop In Nation 


Estimates of the national cot-- 


ton crop indicate a record yield 
this season with a possible 28 
per cent increase over 1947 and 
with possibly the largest crop 
since 1937. 

During last season, domestic 
mills consumed 678,000 bales 
less cotton than the 10,025,000 
in 1946-47. while exports ‘were 
about 2 million bales, the:lowest 
for any peacetime year. .since 
1871-72. Stocks on hand, August 
1 were up about half a million 
bales over the 1947 carryover 
of 2.5 million bales,
